Claim 40 (previously presented): The gasket according to clainv33,.whereiri a 
second tapered slant is fonned between the peripheral side surface of the . gasket that, 
contacts the inner surface of the syringe barrel and the restriction. 

Claim 41 (cancelled); The gasket according to claim 33, wherein only the 
peripheral side surface that contacts the inner surface of the syringe barrel is larciinated: 
with silicon.
